It 
places the issuance of all employment 
certificates in the hands of school au- 
thorities and establishes continuation 
vocational schools for children em- 
ployed in gainful occupation, so that 
they may be better fitted to cope with 
life's difficulties. 


Under the old law, enacted in 1900, 


a male minor between 14 and 16, and 
a female minor between 14 and 18, 
were permitted to work tfn hours per 
day or 58 hours per week.
